Filing of Ouster Action. 

McKittrick’s ouster proceeding 
was filed against the companies 
last May 29, on the same day State 
Insurance Superintendent Lucas 
filed a motion before a three-Judge 
Federal Court in Kansas City which | 
approved the compromise in 1936, | 
asking that the settlement be set | 
aside and the approximately $8,000,- | 
000 share of the companies under'| 
the compromise be restored to the! 
policyholders. | 
The three-Judge court set aside 
the compromise by ordering the 
companies to restore the money 
they had received to the custody 
of the court and to show why the 
money should not be repaid to the 
policyholders and the original rate 
cases dismissed. The court also 
directed United States Attorney 
Maurice M. Milligan to place be- 
fore a Federal grand jury any evi-| 
dence of obstruction of justice by! 
parties to the compromise or fraud | 
upon the court in obtaining its 
‘approval of the settlement. 
| That court last Monday appoint-| 
ed Paul V. Barnett of Kansas City) 
as special master to make a full) 
investigation of all facts surround- 
ing the compromise before the 
court decides its final action. 


What McKittrick Charges. 
McKittrick, in his suit, charged 
the companies entered into a con- 
spiracy with O'Malley by bribing 
‘him to compromise the rate litiga- 
tion by awarding the companies 80 
per cent of about $10,000,000 of ex- 
cess premiums impounded during 
five years of ItigXatio nover a 16 2-3 
per cent rate increaSe and giving 
ithe policyholders only 20 per cent. 
| The Attorney-General charged the 
companies had usurped charter 
privileges and franchises, and had 
forfeited their corporate charters 
or licenses to do business in the 
State by the alleged law violations. 
McKittrick contended the com- 
panies should be required to’ re- 
store the rate level in effect be- 
fore the 162-3 per cent case start- 
ed in 1930 and to repay to policy- 
holders between $12,000,000 and $13,- 
000,000 in excess premiums which 
he asserted they had collected ille- 
gally since 1930. 

Deny All Charges. 

In their answers the companies 
deny all of the Attorney-General’s 
Charges in detail. They denied vio- 
lating any laws or collecting any 
illegal rates, declared the existing 
rate level was legal, denied any part 
of the fund recently restored to the 
custody of the three-Judge Federal 
Court belonged to the policyhold- 
ers, and declared the companies had 
not been guilty of any wrongful, 
criminal or fraudulent acts. The 
impounded fund was declared to be 
“under the sole jurisdiction” of the 
Federal District Court. 

It was asserted that the Supreme 
Court had no jurisdiction with re- 
spect to the rights of the companies 
to the impounded fund, or as to de- 
termination of the lawful rate dur- 
ing the period in which the fund 
was impounded.

China and Japan. It started with a 
small skirmish at the Marco Polo Bridge 
near Peiping.’ Although the Japanese still 
refer to it as the “China incident,” it has 
developed into a life and death struggle be- 
tween the two principal nations in the Far 
East. Millions of troops have en- 
gaged, great cities destroyed and untold 
wealth expended. In terms of combatants. 
costs and extent, it is the biggest war the 
Orient has ever experienced; and no one 
knows how or when it will end. 

In reviewing the course of hostilities. we 
find difficulty in discerning any clear-cut 
plan of the Japanese. They seem to have 
pursued a policy of expediency, with each 
new expedient involving greater effort and 
greater risk. They started to conquer a 
small part of China. They are now com- 
mitted to securing the domination of East- 
ern Asia. 

The Chinese have had a great deal to 
with bringing this about. They have long 
been aware of Japan’s overweening ambi- 
tion and they have consciously sought to 
lead her beyond her depth. An examination 
of: the record of events will show that 
Chiang Kai-shek has had a consistent plan. 
Much of it was formulated prior to the 
outbreak of hostilities, and it has been de- 
veloped logically under pressure of events. 

In its military aspects, the Chinese action 
falls into three phases: (1) the defensive, 
until the Japanese were completely extend- 
ed; (2) a period of guerrilla fighting to keep 
the invaders occupied while reorganizing 
the main forces; (3) counteroffensive. The 
Struggle is now in the second phase.

Chiang has followed a plan of deliber- 
ately destroying everything of even poten- 
tial economic value to the Japanese before 
he has retreated from a given area. This 
has come to be called the “scorched earth 
policy.” Factories have been dismantled 
and what machinery could not be ntoved has 
been wrecked; railway rolling stock, and in 
some cases the rails, have been taken along 
by the Chinese as they have fellen back. 
Even peasants in many regions have de- 
serted fields and villages, so that when the 
Japanese moved in they found a barren land. 

Positive action has been taken through 
guerrilla warfare. Local forces, recently 
joined by regular army units which have 
filtered back into the occupied territory, 
have raided and often cut Japan’s long lines 
of communication, Small units of the en- 
emy forces which have ventured.away from 
the main garrisons have been.attacked and. 
in some instances, annihilated. Positions 
long in Japanese hands have De@& won back 
by the guerrillas, necessitat(ng ithe dispatch 
of larger forces to recover Shdias/ 


While each of these engagements is little 
more than a pinprick, their aggregate scat- 
tered along the several] thousand miles of 
Japanese lines has a considerable effect. 
The guerrilla warfare makes impossible the 
withdrawal of any substantial part of the 
invading forces; and it is very wearing on 
their morale, for there is no satisfactory 
way to retaliate. 

The Japanese forces have been likened to 
swimmers in a swimming pool. They can 
move about wherever they like in the pool, 
but they do not occupy it. When they are 
in any certain spot, the water surrounds 
them, but offers little resistance: when they 
move, the water rushes in again to fill the 
place where they had stood. But to get out 
of China is not so easy as getting out of a 
swimming pool. 

Dr. P. C. Chang has described Chinese 
resistance in a novel way “It is not like 
one fist striking another. It is like a fist 
striking soft glue. As the fist advances, 
the glue engulfs it. The fist may feel very 
proud that it is going ahead, But the 
farther it goes in, the harder to get it out. 
So I should not be surprised if the Japanese 
troops were beginning to be alarmed as to 
when and how they will ever get home.” 

One would be very rash indeed to make 
any prophecies as to when the conflict in 
China may end, or to pick the winner. It 
is perhaps possible to say that the struggle 
is of such a fundamental] nature that it will 
go on in some form for many years to come. 


_ And for this same reason, it seems unlikely 


that either side will win a clear-cut and de- 
cisive victory.
